CHAM BER O F D EPU TIES. 


The Convention K etw etn 
France and 
England Severely Ciittciaed. 
P a ris, November 6th.—In the Chamber 
of Deputies to day, during Ihe debate on 
the foreign estimates, Deiiksse, of the 
Right, renewed his attack on the African 
convention with England. 
He advocated 
an alliance with Russia, on the grounds 
that tbe interests of France were identical 
with those of Russia. 
Ribot, Minister of Foreign Affairs, de­ 
clared that France was peaceably inclined, 
and threatened nobody. At the same time 
he did not conceal the fact that she was 
placing her armies in a po rtion in which 
they would be readv for every emergency. 
W ith reference to the British occupation of 
Egypt, he asked if any one could suggest a 
practical nteaus of obtaining the im m e­ 
diate evacuation of the country.

must wait for England to fulfill her pro­ 
mises. 
Tbe proposal to reject the credit for the 
Embassv to tbe Vatican was rtjected by a 
vote of 317 to 205. 
W hen the estimates for the W ar Depart­ 
ment came up, Lockrey, on behalf of the 
Committee on War Estimates,said that every 
possible economy had bepn effected. Not­ 
withstanding the greater forces of France 
thp ordinary war expenditures amounted 
to 510.000,000 francs and Germany’s to 500,­ 
000,000, while the extra expenditures of 
France 
amounted 
to only 208.000,000, 
against Germany's 325,000 000. Germany 
took the initiative in increasing her m ili­ 
tary strength, and France was obliged to 
follow. The Government was not respons­ 
ible tor tbe state of affairs which was in ­ 
juring the economic interests of Europe. 
Probably within a few years a fresh ex­ 
pense must be borne by France in order to 
m aintain her m ilitary power, but he was 
sure the Chamber would grant everything 
necessary to insure the country’s moral 
and material greatness. 
I.ockrey's remarks were received with 
great applause.

Somb of the 8an Francisco press defend 
the Story system of counting votes by say­ 
ing that the fault is not in the law, but in 
the incompetency of the officers chosen 
for the Election Boards. We concede 
that, for we hare no objection to the the­ 
ory of the law, but believe it to be sound 
and that if it can be smoothly operated it 
will prove a strong guard to the integrity 
of the ballot-box. But the difficulty is 
that it is impossible, in the great majority 
of precincts throughout the State, to se­ 
cure clerically competent officers. 
The 
fittest are disqualified by law, for in 
stance, in country precincts the school­ 
master, usually the best mathematician in 
the precinct, is prohibited from serving 
upon the Election Board in any capacity. 
It is very easy to exclaim “select compe­ 
tent men,” but let our contemporaries 
make the attempt in the average precinct 
of from twenty-five to two hundred votes, 
to name five men qualified under the law 
who will familiarize themselves with the 
Story system. If some method can be de­ 
vised by which Election Boards through­ 
out the State can ba officered by men 
having the necessary clerical competency, 
we have no doubt but that the Story sys­ 
tem will prove a blessing and greatly 
facilitate the ascertainment of the results 
of elections. 
One of our contemporaries 
insists that even under all the hindrances 
of Tuesday the Story system has given us 
accurate results much earlier than any we 
had tinder the old law. That is true in 
the abstract, but it is due to the fact that 
we had this year more than double the 
number of precincts. 
It is the small pre­ 
cinct system that gave us early returns, 
not the Story law. 
W ithout the latter 
the two hundred votes in a precinct could 
have been counted in one-half the time 
that was consumed. 
TH E RESULT OF THE ELECTION. 


The result of the election in California 
Is such that the State remains in the Re- 
puidican column. 
Even without the up­ 
heaval that overthrew the Democracy and 
Ifossism in the city of San Francisco, the 
election of Mr. Markham by several thou­ 
sand majority would have been accom­ 
plished. 
Nothing is made more significant by the 
result than this, that there was no founda­ 
tion for the story so industriously circu­ 
lated that the Republican ticket for State 
officers was being traded for votes for Re­ 
publican legislative nominees. 
On the 
contrary, the whole ticket, legislative, ex­ 
ecutive, judicial and ministerial, has run

California not only puts a Republican 
administration into the Capitol in all de­ 
partment", hut she increases her Republi­ 
can representation in Congress to the ex­ 
tent of making the delegation in the i 
House solidly Republican. 
The usual cry has been set up in San 
Francisco 
that 
Republican 
money 
secured the 
defeat 
of the 
Democ­ 
racy. 
But 
it 
is 
clear 
to 
who­ 
ever observed 
duriDg 
the campaign, 
that the San Francisco result is against 
an odious and tyrannical bossism. 
The 
pronounced enemies of the 
boss De­ 
mocracy made anti-bossism their war cry, 
and fought the contest out upon that line. 
There were three or four groups of these 
opponents of the dominant power in that 
city, and it is impossible to reach any 
•tlier conclusion than this, that revolting 
members of the Democratic party and Re­ 
publican opponents, with some strength 
acquired by 
the 
interposition 
of tb« 
O'Donnell element, occasioned the over­ 
throw of the party now in power, but 
which will early retire and surrender the 
reins of government to Republican offi­ 
cials. 
Jt is noticeable that in the strongholds 
of the Democracy in the interior there 
has been a material loss of strength and 
gratifying Republican gains. 
If this in­ 
dicates anything at all, it means that the 
interior as well as the metropolis is weary­ 
ing of Democratic rule, and that the 
State by a very large majority is in ac­ 
cord with the administration of President 
Harrison. 
In this county there has not been any 
decline of Republican strength. 
What 
appears to 1* a falling off in the party 
vote is due entirely to local canses—the 
combination of an independent movement 
with the Democratic minority, by which 
three or four Democratic officials have 
been chosen for the county, one Independ­ 
ent Republican elected, and one Demo­ 
cratic city official placed in office, tlins 
transfering the last of the important 
municipal departments to the Democracy. 
In all other respects, the Republican 
ticket has been successful in Sacramento 
countv and citv.

It Takes a Good Anim al Three Day* to 
Learn a Soucd. 
On several street car lines in this town 
the signal for starting, one bell, is the 
same as that of stopping, says the New 
York Sun. 
In the same cars is a gong 
with a clock-face register, by which the 
coaductor keeps account of the fares col­ 
lected by him. The fare gong always 
rings once for each passenger, and, as it is 
located near the stand occupied by the 
driver, it occurred to a Sun reporter the 
other day to ask a driver how he dis­ 
tinguished between the conductor’s stop­ 
ping signal and the ring of the fare gong. 
“ Why,” he remarked, “as a rule I do 
not hear the fare gong at all. Mv atten­ 
tion is fixed upon the bell that gives the 
sound that I know to be one that has to do 
with moving the car.” 
“Then you determine your action accord­ 
ing to the pitch of the bells you hear?” 
“Certainly. I know the difference in 
the quality and pitch of the tones, and so 
do the horses. 
Do you know the horses 
would never start from hearing the ring of 
the fare gong. They know the starting 
gong from its tone “lone, and that they 
r,v.o«-. 
it takes a good horse about three 
days to get used to the signals. But 
sometimes we get horses that run over 
the streets three months before getting ac­ 
customed to the signals of the conductors. 
Besides them there are horses that do not 
seem to hare the capability of learning 
either the pitch of the bells or the rhythm 
in which they are sounded. 
I tell you 
that horses are just like human beings. 
They have different capacities, and if they 
are not naturally musical they drag along 
month after month, pulling the cars, and 
starting when they should not and stop­ 
ping when they should go forward, and 
never dropping into any understanding of 
the signals of the route. 
It all comes 
down to a musical apprehension of the 
tones sounded. 
From this it comes that 
some car horses are done up in a year and 
others last fifteen years. The more intel­ 
ligent they are the longer they last.” 


Anecdotes of the Prince Imperial. 
There are many pleasant incidents to be 
told of the Prince imperial says Hai-pcr's 
Bazar. The deep melancholy ascribed to 
him certainly did not apj>ear on the sur­ 
face. lie and a boy companion would lie 
for hours iqain their backs, under the huge 
trees of the park, and shoot with arrows at 
the birds that lighted on their branches; 
or they raced over the wide meadows of 
the estate, surrounded by a pack of dogs: 
or the dogs were forced to jump and 
exercise at the caprice of their young 
masters. 
About the unfortunate boy’s horseman­ 
ship we have all heard time and again. It 
is sometimes said that its very perfection 
caused his death, as he would' not mount 
until every appendage of his saddle was 
placed in exact position. It is probable 
now, however, that no more details will 
ever be added to those already given of 
his la.-t struggle. 
When at Chislehurst, 
the Prince delighted to throw himself 
upon a barebacked horse and gallop round 
and round a field. Sometimes the park 
was chosen for these escapades, and aDy 
friend or lady of the household who hap­ 
pened to be near was chased ronnd and 
about through the mazes of the wood. 
His room at Camden plaee faced the 
Common's sea of gorse, and was a small, 
plainly furnished apartment lighted by 
two ordinary windows. We looked from 
one of these at the view that must have 
been so familiar to h im ; on its white 
Venetian shutter was written in pencil in 
a cramped, French schoolboy band, “Louis 
Napoleon, April 24, 1874.” 
There is now 
on the Common, nearly in front of this 
window, a stone shaft erected by the citi­ 
zens of Chislehurst to his memory. This 
monument is a copy, though of lighter 
build, of that erected by the queen over 
the spot of his death in Zululand. The 
tall column, capped by a runic cross, can 
be seen from every approach to the Com­ 
mon. On it is engraved, between two 
Napoleonic bees: 
NAPOLEON. 
EUGENE LOUIS JEAN JOSErH, 
Prince Imperial. 
Killed in Zululand. 1st June, 1879.

DIZZY s e e DANCE. 


D eftness T hat T ies W ith the Skill of 
Slelght-of-H aad Performer*. 
One of the latest and most entertaining 
of the writers on Asiatic lands and peo­ 
ples, says the New York Journal, is M. 
Louis Rousseiet, a lynx-eyed Frenchman, 
who has been journeying in India for four 
or five years, making meanwhile skillful 
use of his pen and pencil. One of the re­ 
markable things he describes is the “egg 
dance.” This is executed in this wise: 
The dancer, dressed in a corsage and very 
short skirt, carries a willow wheel of 
moderate diameter fastened horizontally 
upon the top of her head. Around this 
wheel threads are fastened, equally distant 
from each other, and at the end of each of 
these threads is a slip noose, which is kept 
open by a glass bead. 
Thus equipped, the young girl comes 
toward the spectators with a basket full of 
eggs, which she passes around for inspec­ 
tion to prove that they are real and not 
imitations. The music strikes up a jerky, 
monotonous strain, and the dancer begins 
to whirl around with great rapidity. Then 
seizing an egg she puts it in one of the 
slip-nooses, and, with a quick motion, 
throws it from her in such a way as to 
draw the knot tight. 
The swift lurniDgof the dancer prodhoes 
a centrifugal force which stretches the 
thread out straight like a ray shooting 
from the circumference of the circle. 
One after another the eggs are thrown 
ont in these slip-nooses until they make a 
horizonal aureole about the dancer’s head. 
Then the dance becomes still more rapid, 
so rapid, in fact, that it is difficult to dis­ 
tinguish the features of the girl; the mo­ 
ment is critical; the least false step, the 
least irregularity in time, and the eggs 
dash against each other. 
But how can the dance be stopped ? 
There is but one way—that is to remove 
the eggs in the way in which they have 
been put in place. 
This operation is by far the more deli­ 
cate of the two. It is necessary that the 
dancer, by a single motion, exact and un­ 
erring, should take hold of the egg and 
remove it from the noose. A single false 
motion of the hand, the least interference 
with one of the threads, and the general 
arrangement is suddenly broken and the 
whole performance disastrously ended. 
At last all the eggs are successfully re­ 
moved, the dancer suddenly siops, and 
without seeming in the least dizzied by 
this dance of twenty-five or thirty min­ 
utes, she advances to the spectators with a 
firm step and presents them the eggs, that 
are then broken in a dish to prove them 
real. 


F recious Stones. 
The word sapphire comprises a large 
variety of precious stones which are des­ 
ignated according to color. 
The sapphire 
is alumnia in an almost pure state, with 
the oxides of various metals as coloring 
matter. 
When the color is blue, the stone 
generally goes by the name of sapphire; 
when red, it is called an oriental ruby; 
when violet, an oriental amethyst; when 
yellow, an oriental topaz; when green, an 
emerald, the chemical difference between 
the stones being almost 
inappreciably 
small. 
These varieties are all very pre­ 
cious, a ruby of six carats and perfect in 
color and substance, being worth more 
than a diamond of corresponding weight. 
The stones which usually pass under the 
names of topaz and amethyst are quite dif« 
ferent in substance, being generally only 
quartz with accidental coloring matter. 
The stone called garnet is also a compound 
of alumnia, and when of good color is 
sometimes mistaken for a ruby, from 
which its difference is trifling. The car­ 
buncle is a garnet cut with one rounded 
hemispherical surface to display the color 
and tire of the stone.

Supervisor Greer W ants to Have it* Pol­ 
lution Cease—The Board Fixes the 
Pay of Election Officers. 


The most important matter to come Hp 
for consideration at yesterday’s session of 
the Board of Supervisors was that relating 
to the foul condition of the drainage canal 
in the vicinity of Thirty-first and Y streets. 
This was done by Mr. Greer offering the 
following resolution: 
W h b re a s, At a former meeting of the Board 
of Supervisors, a complaint was made that the 
winery in the vicinity of Thirtieth and Y 
streets was draining and dumping debris into 
the Y-street canal, thereby causing an unbear­ 
able stench and nuisance in and along said 
Canal, to the detriment and injury of numerous 
citizens living alODg the line of said canal; 
therefore, be it 
Resolved, That the Health Officer of said dis­ 
trict be notified to examine tbe premises, and 
see if measures can be taken to stop or prevent 
the drainage and debris from said winery from 
being discharged into said canal. 
Mr. Greer made a long and earnest 
speech in support of his resolution. He 
said the people living in that vicinity had 
been complaining ot the foul condition of 
the canal, but bad not been able to get re­ 
lief from the city authorities. A winery 
and a brewery had persistently run their 
sewage into this canal, which was never 
intended as a sewer at all. It was dug for 
the purpose of carrying off the surplus 
water from Burns slough, and the water 
therein should at all seasons of the year be 
dean. Instead, however, it bad been so 
polluted that it w as too dense to flow, and 
the atencb arising from it bad brought 
sickness and death into many households. 
It was a burning shame that people should 
be subjected to such au infliction. He had 
tried to have the nuisance abated, but it 
was still there in all the strength of its of­ 
fensiveness, a menace to all people living 
in the vicinitv of the canal. He wanted to 
have the Health Officer in that district per­ 
sonally inquire into the condition of the 
canal, and report to the Board at tbe ear­ 
liest moment, so that something may be 
done, if that officer should find that the 
situation is as bad as it seems to be. 
Chairman Ross, who lives not many 
hundred yards from the canal, indorsed 
all that Mr. Greer had said. He personally 
knew that its condition was offensive in 
the extreme, and dts.red to have a compe­ 
tent person examine the character of the 
material in the canal and report thereon. 
After some further talk on the subject, 
the resolution was unanimously adopted. 
The only other matter taken up for con­ 
sideration was the determination of the 
amount of the per diem to be allowed 
metnbere of the various election boards for 
their services on election day. The law 
provides that for such services officers shall 
be allowed not to exceed $10. 
Supervisor Tebbets moved to make the 
pay of each officer $10. He thought that 
sum little enough considering the fact that 
they had to do duty all day and most of 
tíre following night. 
Supervisor Greer thought that $6 would 
be very fair pay for the services rendered. 
H e spoke of the great expense which 
would be entailed upon tbe couDty by the 
eleetion. He offered to amend Mr. Teb- 
bets' motion to that effect, adding an allow­ 
ance of 30 cents per mile for those officers 
coming to the city with the official returns. 
Mr. Tebbets jumped upon this proposi­ 
tion “with both feet,” as the saying is. 
His motion had not yet been seconded, and 
Mr. Greer had no right to offer an amend­ 
ment to it. 
A warm debate ensued between the 
gentlemen, in which Chairman Ross fiDally 
took a hand, declaring that the discussion 
was out of order. 
Supervisor Bates then made a motion 
election officers be allowed $10 per day 
for active service, and that the men who 
brought returns to the city be allowed 
mileage. 
Mr. Greer was disposed to accept Mr. 
Bates’ motion, but offered an amendment 
thereto providing that, in addition to mile­ 
age, the persons bringing in returns be al­ 
lowed $2 per day for their time and labor 
while performing that duty. Mileage alone 
would not recompense a farmer for the loss 
of one or two day’s valuable time taken 
from his work on his ranch. 
This proposition seemed to be agreeable 
to the majority of the Board, and it was, 
after some discussion, adopted by the votes 
of Greer, Tebbets and Ross. Bates and 
Black voted no. 
Daring the debate on the subject, some 
of the Supervisors expressed the belief that 
the county would have to dip into its 
Treasury to the amount of at least $6,000 
to meet the expenses entailed by the elec­ 
tion of Tuesday. 
The afternoon aessiou of the Board was 
devated to the examination of demands 
against the county. The Board will meet 
again to-day at 10 o’clock a. u. 
POLICE ' COURT. 
A Nuisance Disposed of for Forty Day*— 
Larceny Cases Dismissed. 
In Judge Buckley's Court yeaterday there 
were eight cases on the calendar. Ed. 
Raad. notorious in police circles as a man 
who is never sober, excepting when con­ 
fined in jail, was ordered to the comnty 
prison for forty days for being a common 
drunkard. He begged hard to be allowed 
to enjoy Thanksgiving Day as a free man, 
but the Court came to the conclusion that 
he was more apt to get a good temperance 
dinner on that day if he remained in cua- 
tody. 
Jack Brady and Tim Burns occupied 
seats alongside of Rand in the dock, and 
they were hurried away, after being fined 
$5 each for being drunk, and a trusty was 
sent out to purchase a package of disin­ 
fectant to be distribteJ about the Court­ 
room. 
Pat Hussey, charged with disturbing the 
peace, was discharged, the prosecuting wit­ 
ness failing to appear. 
The charges of grand larceny against 
Thomas Boyle and that of petit larceny 
against Sarah Nathan were dismissed. 
The rase of James Fitzgerald, charged 
with illegal voting, was postponed one day.

APPARENTLY PREMEDITATED. 
Fredtaat’s Deadly Assault Upon Gaiseppl 
Scstana, 
An inquest was held last evening by 
Coroner Clark on the remains of Guiseppi 
Scatana, the Italian who was stabbed by 
Eduardo Frediaoi at Secmd and L streets 
last Tuesday evening. 
The first witness examined was Lonis 
Galli, who stated that on Tuesday evening 
he and Scatana, after having had supper at 
the Garibaldi House, walked outside and 
along the sidewalk until they reached the 
southwest corner of Second and L streets, 
where they halted and commenced talking. 
Aoout a minute later Frediani came up to 
Scatana and demanded money from him. 
The tatter’s reply was : “You go to my 
partner. I settled the matter with him 
long ago, and I owe you nothing.” 
Frediani still demanded the money, 
claiming IhatScatana alone was responsible 
for the debt, which was incurred by the 
purchase of some limes. 
Scatana motioned the man away, at the 
same time telling him that he owed him 
nothing and would pay nothing. 
Frediani then commenced to abuse Sca- 
tana’s family, who are in Italy, branding 
them all as low characters. 
Scatana replied: “Keep quiet, or I’ll 
strike you in the face!” 
Frediani then became enraged, and ex­ 
claiming, “You gave me a kick to-dav, but 
you will give me no more!” rushed at 
Scatana and stabbed him in the stomach 
and arms. He then put up his knife and 
walked back to the Garibaldi House, where 
he sat dawn. 
The wouuded msn was carried to a doc­ 
tor’s office, and the witness afterward 
walked up to where the assassin was Bit­ 
ting in front of the Garibaldi House, and 
told him he ought to be ashamed of him­ 
self tor making sueh a cowardly attack on 
a defenseless man. 
Frediani’s reply was: “I have eaten my 
bread, and will make more of you if you 
wish it!” 
The witness stated that at the time of the 
affray both men were slightly under the in­ 
fluence of liquor. 
An Italian named Louis Shiapper swore 
that in the afternoon prior to the stabbing 
he was talking with Frediani on the side­ 
walk. The latter was cutting tobacco with 
a large-sized knife, and while so doing some 
reference was made to the trouble between 
him and Scatana. Among other things 
Frediani remarked that Scatana might 
have cause to remember the knife before 
long. 
The report of Drs. Simmons and Fowler, 
who made the autopsy on the body of de­ 
ceased, was read lo the jury, showing that 
a knife-wound had caused his death, and 
the jury retired. 
On returniog, they rendered a verdict to 
the effect that the deceased wss named 
Guiseppi Scatana, 34 years of age. and that 
he came to his death from the effects of a 
knife-wound in the stomach, inflicted by 
Eduardo Frediani. 
Deceased was a member of a mutual 
benefit society in this city known as the 
"Piemonte Reale.” He will be buried 
under the society’s auspices on Sunday 
next.

GRAVEL-PIT ACCIDENT. 
Peterson Receives Injuries That 
Will Likely Provo Fatal. 
John Peterson, while working in James 
Tuohey’s gravel pit east of the city, met 
with an accident yesterday that will prob­ 
ably result iu his death. 
He was eDgaged in loosening ground at 
the bottom of a bank, when a cave oc­ 
curred, catching and partially burying him 
beneath a vile of clay and stone. When 
rescued he was found to be badly injured, 
and was taken at once to the County Hos­ 
pital.

on Brannau island, which shows that for 
the first three years the lessees are to pay 
$8 per acre per year. 
For the three years 
following they are to pay $10 per acre per 
year. 
The more the land o* these islands is 
worked and improved the more valuable it 
becomes, so that after six years’ cultivation 
the laud in question will probably com­ 
mand a rental of $15 to $25 per acre. 


Returns of Tuesday's Election 
W atched Over by Deven Men. 
It is not likely that any scandal will 
arise this year concerning the care of the 
returns of the late election. On the night 
of the election County Clerk Hamilton re­ 
quested the County Committees of the Re­ 
publican and Democratic parties to select 
parsons in their interests to guard the re 
turns. The law makes the Clerk custodian 
of the ballot-boxes and returns made by 
Blection Boards, and as Mr. Hamilton was 
himself an interested party he did not wish 
to assume that responsibility alone; hence 
the request referred to. 
In bis own behalf, however, both as cus­ 
todian and candidate for re-election, he 
also requested the Supervisors to appoint a 
person to represent him in the matter, 
which was done.

THEY NOW INDICATE THE ELECTION 
OF DOTY FOR ASSEMBLYMAN. 


The Ham ilton Tote In the First Feciact 
of the First District—A Few 
Frectnets Tet Missing. 


There is not much to be added to the 
result of the election in this county beyond 
that already published in the Rbcobd 
Union, except that partial returns from 
missing precincts indicate the election of 
Doty (Democrat) over Campbell (Republi­ 
can) for the Assembly in the Fifth Dis­ 
trict. 
The precincts from which the 
Recobd-Union has not as yet received full 
returns are: Tenth precinct, Fourth Super­ 
visor District (American River Bridge); 
Eighteenth precinct, same district (Half­ 
Way House)*; Twenty-fourth precinct, 
Fifth District (Franklin), and the Twenty- 
ninth precinct, Fifth District (Hicksville). 
The returns that appear in our table as 
from the tenth piecinct, Fourth Dislric^ 
should be credited to the thirty-third pre­ 
cinct. In the printed register this precinct 
is set down as being in the Fifth District. 
The returns, as published yesterday, gave 
Doty, for the Assembly, 1,119 votes, as 
against 1,046 for Campbell. Partial re­ 
turns received! yesterday give Campbell a 
majority of 8 in Hicksville, 14 at Half­ 
Way House (Butler'B), and 7 at Michigan 
Bar—a total of 29.

Nice Cakes. 
An old-fashioned nut cake is made of 
two cuj>s of sugar stirred to a cream with 
three-quarters of a cup of butter, a cup of 
rich milk, a teaspoon of soda, four eggs, 
four scant cups of flour and a teaspoon of 
cream of tartar. A cup of hickory nuts, 
chopped very fine, is stirred through the 
cake just before it is put in the oven. It 
should be baked iu large brick-shaped 
loaves, iced with a thick icing, through 
which half a cup af hickory nuts have 
been stirred. 
A fondant icing may be used for this 
purpose. This is made by boiling a cup 
of sugar mixed with a quarter of a tea­ 
spoon of cream tartar, for twelve minutes 
in half a cup of water. At the end of 
this time this syrup should be in such a 
condition that a’ drop rubbed between the 
finger and thumb will quickly form into a 
ball. At this stage pour the fondant on 
to a greased platter, and when it is 
cool enough to hhndle, knead it with 
the hand until it is a smooth, creamy 
mass. When ready to use it put the 
fondant in a saucepan and set the 
saucepan in anothercontaining boiling wa­ 
ter. When the fondant melts stir in half a 
cup of walnuts, add a teaspoon of lemon- 
juice and when the icing is a little coojed 
pour it over the cake. A simpler icing 
may be made by beating into the white 
of an egg enough powdered sugar to make 
an icing that does not run. The sugar 
must be added a little at a time and 
beaten into the egg till the mixture is 
smooth and glossy without lumps. Fi­ 
nally a teaspoon of lemon juice is added. 
A cup of hickory nuts or any flavoring 
desired may be added to this icing. 
Tiny litde “macaroni cakes,” as the 
New England housewife calls them, are 
made by mixing a cup of sugar with two 
eggs, adding five tablespoons of flour and 
last of all a cofl'ee cup of hickory nuts. 
This mixture is dropped in a greased pan 
spoonful by spoonful, and baked in a mod­ 
erate oven.

Stanley Imparts Some Information on 
the Bartte'ot Scandal. 


FATAL SHOOTING IN MISSOURI. 


Lougsbot Carries California Colors 
to the F ro n t—Grain Elevator 
Burned.

B e A rriv e s a t N ew Y o rk an<l Is I n te r ­ 
v iew ed o n th e B a rtte lo t S can d al. 
N ew Y o r k , N ovem ber 6th.—H . M. Stan­ 
ley arrived on th e steam er Teutonic this 
m orning, anti was m et by his m anager. 
M ajor Pond, w ith a party. 
Stanley was 
asked to say som ething about the rear 
guard troubles and th e stand the London 
papers have taken on it since Mr. Stanley’s 
departure from E ngland. 
“I do not wish 
to say m uch about it yet, and have not 
read the L ondon papers carefully enough 
to express an opinion. 
1 objeot to stir up 
th e m atter unlesa I am forced to do so. 
T h e log-books o f the rear guard were 
signed day by day by th e officers of the 
day, B arttelot, B arre or K ingston, while 
in cam p, together w ith the official reports 
o f the officers. 
I Rtn justified by all in m y 
eei sure o f the rear guard, which was the 
cause of the attack m ade upon m e in the 
book.” 
W ith Stanley were his wife, D orothy 
T en n an t, her m other, Mrs. T ennant, H am ­ 
ilton A ’de, a dram atist, who will act as 
historian of th e tour, and L ieutenant J. 
M ounteney Jephson, the favorite of Stan­ 
ley. 
In another interview , referring to Barite- 
lot's diaries, and L ieutenant T roup’s book, 
S tan'oy repeated w hat he had already said 
as to liie condition o f the rear guard when 
he returned from A lbert Nyanza. 
From 
H oiubava he wrote at once to the E m in 
R elief C om m ittee telling them th at the 
rear colum n was wrecked by the neglect of 
its officers and th eft indifference to the in ­ 
terests of the expedition. 
R eferring to T roup, Stanley said that 
w hen he got to Zanzibar, one of the first 
thing3 he found was a long letter from 
T roup, violently abusiDg Barttelot. 
‘‘I 
never answ ered the letter,” said Stanley, 
“ because it needed a personal interview , as 
there were m any questions I found it nec­ 
essary to ask him m yself, the principal one 
being, why he and others preferred to re 
m ain and starve at Y am buya, instead of 
m oving on; w hy they staid u n til so m any 
o f their m en died from disease or had been 
killed. 
I never could get a satisfactory a n ­ 
sw er from B onner, and hoped to get one 
from T roup. 
I received another letter 
from him , and answ ered that if he w ould 
revise it. I w ould publish it. 
It contained 
m any things unlit for publication. 
H e was 
so obstinate th at be would not revise it, 
and sent it back, dem anding that I should 
publish it. 
I did not. 
T hen T roup wrote 
m e a threateniH g letter, stating th at I 
w ould have to be prepared to m eet such 
m easures as he m ight see fit to em ploy to 
vindicate him self. 
I wrote him , saying 
th at if he thought he was m aligned u n ­ 
ju stly to go ahead. 
I could see m any 
things connected w ith the rear guard that 
I should prefer to keep from the public, 
but if he wished to publish an y th in g he 
could do so. 
“ I have Bonnv’s reports, T roup’s two 
letters. W ard’s account w hich I received, 
and, m ore im portant than all, I have a log­ 
book eigned by th e officers day after day. 
W ithout any other evidence th at log-book 
of itself w ould prove th at I was justified 
in m y censure cf the rear colum n, which 
was very m ild, in m y letter to the com m it­ 
tee. 
“ A m I going to p u b lish th at log? 
I 
cannot s a y ; 
I th iD k it better to w ait a 
w h ile, or until I have read T ronp’s book. 
B onny conld relieve all th is criticism by 
telling w hat he know s, and w riting a p lain , 
sim ple story of w hat took place; how it 
was th at M ajor B arttelot was killed; how 
it was that these m en died like sheep; how 
it was tb a t the rear colum n, so grandly 
e q u ip p e d before starting, fell to rot.” 
PARTTELOT’S d ea th. 
Btanley, this evening, received several re­ 
porters at th e hotel and talked at length 
about the occurrences in B arttelot’s cam p. 
T h e sole cause of th e killing, he said, was 
th e M ajor’s violent tem per. 
As soon as he 
reached 
cam p 
from 
Nyanza, he had 
tro u b le w ith one of the A rab chiefs, be­ 
cause enough couriers were not furnished, 
a ’though B onney told him ib at he had 
already plenty. 
B arttelot beat the A rab in 
a horrible m anner w ith a stick. 
E arly on th e m orning of Ju ly 19th he 
w as aw ukened by loud singing and the 
beating of di urns. 
BeiDg inform ed th at it 
w as the A frican custom , in saluting the 
risin g sun, he said, w ith an oath, th at he 
w ould shoot the first person th at refused 
to stop the noise, and. taking a revolver, 
w ent out. 
N ear th e ch ie fs hu t he found a 
w om an w ho was singing and m en d ru m ­ 
m ing. 
T he w om an was the wife of the 
chief, and w hen he com m anded her to 
cease siogiDg she paid no attention, for all 
th e natives hated him . 
B arttelot then 
«truck and kicked h er 
H er husband, the 
•chief, took dow n his rifle and killed B artte­ 
lot on the spot. 
F rom such reports as he could obtain, 
S tauley said it appeared tb at Barttelot 
m ade him self very distas efnl to the na­ 
tives. 
H e had a habit of ridiculing them , 
w hich provoked them very m uch. 
"F or 
th ese reports I don’t rely on B onney,” said 
S tauley. “ B oth the A rab and native chiefs 
w ent over the m atter very m inutely. 
“ T he log book of the cam p, signed by 
B arttelot. Jam ieson, Bonnev and W ard, 
w as sim ply one long account of rem orse­ 
less flogging and in h u m an ity . 
B arttelot 
even kicked his ow n attendant, a little boy 
nam ed Sotilti, and the boy died from the 
in ju rie s inflicted. 
"O ne m an took a piece of raw m eat, be­ 
cause he was crazy w ith hunger, and for 
th is he received 300 lashes. 
As soon as the 
m an was able he ran away, hut was cap­ 
tu re d and shot by B arttelot’s orders.” 
S tanley says Bonney told him ODly a 
sh o rt lim e ago th at half the horrors that 
existed in th at cam p are not yet know n. 
Stanley, w hen he returns to England, m ay 
briD g action for libel against B arttelol’s 
b rother, in order to have the m atter sifced 
to the b o tto m .

N E E D S O P T H E COUNTRY. 


G e n e ra l S chofield U rg es P ro p e r F o rtifi­ 
c a tio n o f A ll th e H a rb o rs . 
W a sh in g to n. N ovem ber 6 th .— Major- 
G eneral Schofield, com m anding the United 
States arm y, in his an n u al report says, in 
part: 
“ It m ay be asserted tbat all that is 
now requisite’ for a final peaceful settle­ 
m ent of the great IndiaD problem is the 
wise, ju st and h um ane treatm ent of the 
Io d iau s npon th eir reservations, in the 
presence of such m ilitary force as will deter 
the young and restless am ong them from 
attem pting to im itate the deeds of their 
ancestors. 
T he tim e has now come when 
the future positive and probable m ilitary 
necessities of the country should dictate a 
m ilitary policy. 
“T he arm y should be so stationed th at it 
m ay 
be 
prepared, 
at 
the 
sho rtist 
notice, to respond to any call w hich m ay 
be m ade upon its services, and at the sam e 
tim e to assist in all practicable wavs in 
preparing the m ilitia of the several States 
or N ational G uards for active service in 
tim e o f need. 
“ It is believed to be m anifest to all who 
w ill consider the subj-ct th at dem onstra­ 
tion is 
unnecessary th a t the im portant 
seaboard cities of the U nited States should 
be so fortified, arm ed and m anned as to be 
capable of self-defense against the attack of 
any foreign fl-et, ai d each of the sea coasts 
of the U nited States should be provided 
w ith an adequate fl-et of sea-going battle­ 
ships capable of attacking upon the broad 
ocean any hostile fleet which m ight a t­ 
tem pt to block the harbor or des’roy com ­ 
merce. 
If the im portant seaports are ade­ 
quately fortified and arm ed, one such fleet, 
it is presum ed, w ill be sufficient for each of 
the great oceans. 
“ The m ilitary po’icy of the U nited States 
will never require such defense on the 
northern frontier as professed by the F o rti­ 
fication 
B tard 
of 
1885, 
aDd 
care­ 
fully 
selected 
garrisons 
as neucli 
for 
the concentration of the force in an em erg­ 
ency are suggested instead. 
“ Satisfactory progress has been m ade at 
W atervliet in the fabrication of experi­ 
m ental guns and m ortars of the highest 
type.” 
General Scofield describes at length the 
s'raits to w hich the departm ent has been 
put by past legislation reducing the n u m ­ 
ber of privates in the arm y, 
H e w ants the 
lim it raised to at least 30,000, and says 
w ithout this num ber a peace organization 
cannot be m ade thorongbly effcc.ive and 
caunot be relied upon for service w hich 
m ay im m ediately be required of regular 
troops io any em ergency, and before the 
ran k s can be filled by recruits or volunteers 
caflfd into the field. 
In this connection the G eneral suggest! 
th at w henever such increase is m ade pro­ 
vision be m ade for th e organizriioti of a 
large battalion of young m en betw een the 
ages o f 16 and 20 years, selected w ith re­ 
spect to th eir intelligence and good charac­ 
ter, w ith a view to their education lor 
service as non com m issioned officers, and 
officers either of th e regular force or m ili­ 
tia, the privilege being given to such young 
iuen to enlist for a regular period of serv­ 
ice or to receive honorable discharges at 
th eir own option at the expiration of the 
course of instruction. 
Such a school would 
be of very great value to the m ilitary serv­ 
ice of th e country. 
It is suggested tnat Bteps be taken w ith­ 
out delay to organize in ail of th e sea board 
Sta'es a due proportioB of heavy artillery 
m ilitia batteries for the service of fortifica­ 
tions in those States, and th at these batter­ 
ies be reported to the W ar D epartm ent, in 
order that places of instruction m ay be 
assigned to them , w here they can spend 
the annual encam pm ent in oom pany w ith 
the regular troops a»d under the im m ediate 
instruction of accom plished artillery offi­ 
cers—regim ental organizations for such ar­ 
tillery battery are not necessary. 
In the 
interest of econom y, probably biennial in ­ 
stead of annual instrnction of the infantry 
troops for field exercises on a large scale 
will he found sufficient. 
In conclusion G eneral Schofield says tb at 
several m easures enacted by the present 
Congress will prove o f great and listing 
benefit to the m ilitary service, and the zeal 
and fidelity w ith w hich the duties of the 
arm y have been perform ed m erit com ­ 
m endation.

8A C R A M E S T O M A R K E T . 


R e v ie w o f th e C o u u n ssio n e r on th e Con­ 
d itio n o f th e R o a d s. 
W ash in g to n , N ovem ber 6 h.—T he le- 
port of the C om m issioner of Railroads 
contains full inform ation in regard to the 
condition of tbe several railroad com panies 
com ing under tbe jurisdiction of bis office 
for the fiscal year ended Ju n e 30, 1890 
As to the im provem ents in the bonded 
roads Ibe Com m issioner says: 
" I am able 
to report th a t m any im provem ents have 
recently been, and are cont nually being 
m ade. 
These im provem ents, w here they 
are m ade upon bonded roads, are of espe­ 
cial value to the G overnm ent, as they not 
onlyiD crease the earning capacity of the 
roads, but add largely to the value of the 
property.” 
T he am ount received from the bonded 
railroads ibis year was slightly below the 
am ount received for th e preceding year. 
T his, the C om m issioner says, is not owing 
to a decrease in bnsiness, but to tb e fact of 
unusual expenditures by the U nion Pacific 
C om pany in the purchase of new rolling 
stock. 
As to present financial relations between 
tbe bonded roads and G overnm ent tbe 
Com m issioner says: “T he sam e unfortu­ 
nate condition o f’ things exists now thBt 
alw ats existed since the bonds granted in 
aid of their construction were issued, viz: 
T h at the am ounts annually received from 
the roads fall largely below the am ount of 
interest annually accruing from the sub­ 
sidy roads. 
T he debts, therefore, due the 
G overnm ent from these roads, instead cf 
being reduced, as it was evidently the ex ­ 
pectation of Congress tb at they would be, 
were rapidly increasing year by year. T his 
increase, however, is not due to any fail­ 
ure of the railroad com panies to comply 
w ith the provisions of the existing laws. 
T he fault rests in the laws them selves. 
The per cent, of net earnings required by 
law to be paid in the discharge of the Gov­ 
ernm ent obligations is not great enough to 
m eet the interest which annually accrues 
upon the bonds issued to and in th e con­ 
struction of the roads. 
T he Com m issioner adheres to the opin­ 
ion th at it will be necessary to extend the 
tim e in w hich railroads m ay m eet their 
obligations to the G overnm ent. H e suggests 
th at in no event shonld the G overnm ent be 
a loser by granting the extension. 
T be total net liability o f the U nion P a­ 
cific road to the G overnm ent on Ju n e 30, 
1890, was $51,717,562. 
T he gross earnings 
of the aided portion of the road am ounted 
to $17,499,797 and the expenses to $12,766,­ 
569, leaving $4,733 207 as the net earnings 
subject to the requirem ents of the law. 
The am ount fouDd dne the U nited States 
for the ti.-cal year 1889 was $1,076,139. T he 
debt of the com pany on Ju n e 30, 1890, was 
$178,348.039, and its capital stock $60.868,­ 
500, m aking a total liability of $239.716,529. 
T he assets am ounted to $274 313 441. 
T he liability to the G overnm ent bv the 
Central Pacific road is given as $53,326.765. 
T be gross earnings of the aided portion 
am ounted to $8 971 614 and the expenses to 
$7,662 491, leaving $1,390 122 as the net 
earnings subject to the requirem ents of tbe 


The Sioux City and Pacific R ailroad 
Com pany’s liability to tbe G overnm ent is 
given as’$3.6ll,464, and that of the central 
branch of the U nion Pacific $3,388,103.
